Our golden 
text 
and its context, 
which tells of a time when tuitions 
shall learn w ar no more, is found also 
In Isa. ii, 1-4. 
The same glorious as­ 
surance is found in I’s. xlvi, 9. “ Ile 
maketh wars to cease unto the end of 
the earth.'’ 
It is written in a differ- | 
ent form in Isa. xxxii. 1-17, “A king 
shall reign in righteousness, • • * 
and the work of righteousness shall be 
peace.” 
In 
Ps. lxxii, ll, we read 
that ‘‘all kings shall fall down before 
H im ; all nations shall serve Him.” In 
Rev. xi, 15, we are told of the time 
when “the kingdoms of this world 
shall have become the kingdom of our 
Lord and of His Christ.” 
It would be 
well if teachers aud scholars would 
search out the many passages which 
tell of this kingdom of peace on earth 
when the Lord shall come in His glory 
and occupy the throne of David at 
Jerusalem, ruling in the midst of Is­ 
rael, and also as King of kings and 
Lord of lords—King over all the earth. 
I will suggest a few p a ssa g e s which 
will lead to many more if any one is 
willing to searc h: 
Isa. ix. ti. 7: Luke 
I. 31. 32; Zeph iii, 14, 15; Zeeh xiv, 9; 
Jer. iii, 17; Dan. vii, 27: Ezek. xliii, 7. 
Not by the armies of tile nations, nor 
by 
peace conferences, 
nor 
by 
the 
church, nor by missions, shall this be 
brought about; nor in this present age 
of the world's history, but only by 
Him concerning whom it is written. 
“I will overturn, overturn, overturn it 
* * * until He come whose right it is. 
and I will give it Him" (Ezek. xxi. 271 
Not by any nation now existing as 
such on the face of the earth will He 
bring peace on earth, but by Israel, 
soon to be restored and recognized as 
a nation aud to be converted as a na 
tion when they shall see Him coming 
In glory and shall receive Him as their 
Messiah. 
Isaiah’s message had spe­ 
cial reference to Juda ii and Jerusa 
lem, Mica b’s to Samaria and Jerusa 
lem (Isa. i, I: MIC. I, I). 
The words Israel. Zion. Jerusalem, 
must always be taken in their plain lit­ 
eral sense unless there is some quali­ 
fying phrase or adjective indicating 
differently. 
The Zion and Jerusalem 
of Mic. iii. 12. are the same as the 
Zion of Mic. iv. 7. 
It lias been over 
thrown many times; it shall as truly 
and literally become the throne of the 
Lord, which n e shall build up when 
Ile comes in His glory cps. cli. 1(5), 
In those days when the glory of the 
Lord shall be seen in Israel nations 
shall flow to her as literally as the 
queen of Sheba and the kings of the 
earth came to Solomon, or as the wise 
men from the east brought their treas­ 
ures to tile king of the Jew s when He 
was but a babe in Bethlehem (II Chron. 


<•<■< rd nu !•* x;ic. v. 2. it 
was p red ic ted that He would be lorn 
in Bethlehem, aud He was. The same 
verse says that He* would rule in Is 
rael. and though He has never vet 
done so He will just as truly and lit­ 
erally as He was born in Bethlehem. 
From Jerusalem His word has gone 
forth Into all the world to gather out 
from ail the nations a people for His 
name, His body, the church, to reign 
with Him when He shall come in His 
glory, but that was not revealed In 
Old Testam ent times nor until after 
He had come in humiliation proclaim­ 
ing a kingdom at hand which never 
came because they killed the King, 
and thus postponed the kingdom till 
He shall come again, for the heavens 
have received Him until the times of 
restoration of all things which God ! 
hath spoken by the mouth of all His I 
holy prophets since the world began , 
(Acts iii. 20. 21). 
Then shall (Mic. vii. j 
20) be fulfilled. “Thou wilt perform | 
the truth to Jacob, and the mercy to j 
Abraham, 
which 
Thou 
hast 
sworn 
unto our fathers from the days of old." 
Some nations are against Israel to ;

As we consider the thousands still 
being driven from their homes in Rus­ 
sia let us pray more earnestly for the 
fulfillment of Isa. Ixil. 1-7.

is His determination to gather the 
n atio n s to pour upon them His indig­ 
nation because of their treatm ent of 
IT is people Israel. 
He shall smite the earth with the 
rod of His mouth and with the breath 
of His lips shall He slay the wicked 
(Isa. xi. 4). 
At His coining in glory 
with all His saints shall this be, and 
then shall the last verses of our les­ 
son be fulfilled. “The Lord shall reign 
over them in Mount Zion from hence­ 
forth. even forever. * * * the king­ 
dom shall come to the daughter of 
Zion.”

States supreme court in the Standard 
Oil case, Associate Justice John M. 
Harlan, in a formal opinion, character­ 
izes as “judicial legislation” the action 
of his colleagues in reading into the 
Sherman anti trust law the qualifying 
words “unreasonable” and “undue” as 
applied 
to 
restraints 
of 
interstate 
trade. 
Justice 
Harlan 
has greatly 
elaborated and strengthened the oral 
opinion which he delivered in court 
the day when the Standard Oil deci­ 
sion was handed down. 
The venerable justice’s formal dis­ 
sent is little short of sensational. 
He 
declares in effect that' the Standard 
Oil decision by over reaching the ac­ 
tion of congress through judicial con­ 
struction, is a “blow at the integrity 
of our governmental system and in the 
end will prove most dangerous.”

Chief Justice White in his majority 
opinion, referred to the modifications 
of the lower court’s decree as of mi­ 
nor importance. Justice Harlan char­ 
acterizes as “mischievous” the mod­ 
ification which permits the Standard 
Oil’s subsidiaries to make agreem ents 
so long as the restraint exercised is 
not undue. 
He scores the other eight 
members of the highest bench for “in­ 
terfering with the people, the source 
of all legislative j tower,” and sets forth 
his belief that the m ajority opinion, 
instead of benefiting business, will re­ 
sult in much litigation, the injurious 
effect of which will he felt for many 
years to come.
